Nowak, son of a Polish immi- 
grant. He came to the U. S. 
with his parents in 1918 at the 
age of 10. He is married and has 
a 15-year-old daughter. Since | 
1919 when he cov the great 
Chicago Packinghouse Strike as 
a cub reporter, Nowak has been 
a fighter for the rights of the 
American workers. He was fired 
froin his job for writing the 
truth about the Packinghouse 
strike. 

A few years later, as an ac- 
tive member of progressive Pol- 
ish-American organizations, No- 
wak began editing a weekly la- 
bor paper in the Polish langu- 
age in Detroit. 

In the early’ 1980s Nowak 
gan working in Detroit's auto fac-

On Dec, 24, 1952, when the 
fascist McCarran-Walter Im- 
migration Act went into effect, 
the Justice rtment present- 
ed- another tment, making 
the-same charges that had been 
dropped 10 year before.

- naturalization of his father while 
he was still a minor. 

' Asked why the government 
- picked this time to renew its 
persecution, Nowak declared re- 
cently, “I think that the -former 
Federal Attorney in charge. of 
the Detroit area explained it-He 
said that two things are differ- 
ent from 10 years ago—a new 
political atmosphére coming with 
the new administration and the 
Walter-McCarran Law.

If he has 
not changed his attitude toward 
Nazism, that fact will weigh in 
his favor, as far as the Immigra- 
‘tion authorities are concerned. 


Unless the American people 
speak up, however, our coun- 
try may well be robbed of the
